Ooning her with arsenic. At that time 
he was thirty-three vears of age, popu- 
lar and prosperous, with the reputation 
of being a thoroughly square and honor- 
able man. His family was a highly re- 
spected one, most of its members being 
of the legal and medical professions. He 
was himself a chemist, with a shop in 
the Rue de Mauberge, tn which he em- 
ployed several assistants and was mak- 
ing money fast. 

Mme. Danval, his young wife, was a 
woman of weakly constitution, and ap- 
parently suffered from some nervous 
ailment. Their marriage took place in 
January, 1876. In the year immediately 
preceding it Mme Danval had an at- 
tack of typhoid fever, and in the same 
year had also been attended by Dr. 
Dervillez for gastro-enteralgia. This 
fact is of great importance, for Danval 
affirms that, whereas he was in ignor- 
ance of it, the experts, who were in 
possession of Dr. Dervillez’s evidence, 
persistently ignored it, A month after 
her marriage, Mme. Danval was seized 
with vomiting, and Dr. Ozvanam, who 
attended her, diagnosed cholerine. The 
same symptoms recurred at unequal _in- 
tervals until April, 1877. In august of 
that year the vomiting became constant 
and Wag accompanied by _ incessant 
coughing and a burning sensation in the 
stomach. A fortnight before her death, 
however, Mme. Danval was well enough 
to' dine with her husband at the house 
of some friends, and a week before her 
death she was able to go with ver hus- 
band to St. Maur and, on returning to 
Paris, walk from the Bastille station to 
the Rue Marberge, a distance of nearly 
three miles: and four days before her 
death she was out marketing. On the 
sixth of September Mme. Danval took 
to her bed: on the seventh Dr. Colvis 
diagnosed giddiness, cephalia and high 
fever: the same evening Dr. Renault 
found her delirious, and on the morning 
of the ninth she expired in a fit of syn- 
cope. : 

These conflicting diagnoses show 
that the doctors had never grasped the 
true nature of Mme. Duval’s malady. 
and for that very reason they Were all 
the more ready to accept the hypothe- 
sis of arsenic poisoning when thev

no arsenic. They, therefore, concluded 
that Mme. Danval could not have swal- 
lowed arsenic by breathing the dust 
under the curtains. Since, therefore. 
the presence of the arsenic could not 
be otherwise accounted for, and as I 
was a chemist, they came to the con- 
clusion that Mme. Danval’s death was 
due to poisoning. . 

“If we had known that my wife had 
had the same illness before marrlage, 
as after marriage, the iniquity of the 
accusation would have been self-evi- 
dent.”’ 

Danval, who for two months had 
been left at liberty, was arrested on 
the finding of the experts. The doc- 
tors who took his side at the trial 
ergued that the quantity of arsenic 
was insufficient to cause death, but 
the jury. impressed doubtless by the 
fact that the accused was a chemist, 
took the view of the experts. Danval, 
found gyilty, was sentenced to deporta- 
tion for life. 

The unhappy man, when he heard his 
doom, turned to the jury and uttered 
these words: “Gentlemen, I _ forgive 
you, for you have been misled. I am 
innocent.”’ : 

It must not be thought; however, that 
the sentence found anything like gen- 
eral approval among toxicologists, 
Louis, the learned chemist who pro- 
fessed at the school of pharmacy, was 
convinced that there had been a. mis- 
carriage of justice. Year after year 
in the course of his lectures, after’ de- 
scribing the properties of arsenic, he 
would turn to his hearers and say sol- 
emn y: 

“Gentlemen, this poison is the cause 
of a great judicial error the con- 
demnation of the innocent Danval!’’ 


Twenty-Three Years a Convict. 


Shortly after Danval’s conviction a 
convoy of convicts bound fom New Cale- 
donta bade farewell to the shores of 
France. Among them was Louis Dan- 
val. For twenty-three years the chem- 
ist convict endured his hard fate with- 
out a murmur. On his arrival he was 
placed in charge of the dispensary at- 
tached to the hospital of Bourail. If it 
had not beem for his moral sufferings 
his life might have been endurable, for 
he enjoyed comparative freedom. He 
was at liberty to walk out alone, and 
he had a library. at his disposal. Five 
years later he was given a small con- 
cession of land in the neighborhood of 
Bourall and became a rural proprietor, 
as do all well-conducted convicts un- 
dergoing a life sentence. 

eHre, im i901, he was found by a 
well-known French journalist, M. 
Jacques Dhur,. who was investigdting 
the conditions of life in 
penal settlements. Danval was then 
fifty-six years of age. He had mar- 
ried again, was the father of a family, 
and lived in a comfortable farmhouse. 
His stock consisted of a horse and six- 
teen head of cattle. Two hundred fowls 
might be counted in the farmyard and 
all round the building stretched some 
twenty acres of fertile ltand, yielding 
coffee, tobacco and cereals and worked

Berlin, April 4—Prinee Joachim Al- 
recht, of Prussia—second couisn of 
the kaiser and son of the late regent 
of Brunswick—whose love affair with 
the Viennese soubrette, Marie Sulzer, 
caused the emperor to “sentence” him 
to military duty in gouthwest Africa, 
has been retired from the army with- 
out the privilege of wearing the uni- 
form. 

It is asserted that hig royal .high- 
ness’ refusal to obey the keiser’s com- 
mand and give up his friendship with 
the actress is resfionsible for his dis- 
honorable discharge from the service. 
The prince, who is 32 years old, had 
attained the rank of major general in 
the colonial army, with. which he has 
been serving for the past year, and is 
now traveling abroad. It dg said that 
he will never make his home in wer- 
many again. 

The prince's companionship with 
Fraulein Sulzer was a matter of com- 
mon knowledge but never attracted the 
kaiser’s attent @n until it was reported 
that the prince intended to marry the 
actress. 

For this purpose, it is alleged, he 
helped to arrange her marriage in Brix- 
ton, London, eighteen months ago, to 
a certain Austrian Baron von Lieben- 
berg, who was to be divorced after 
Fraulein Sulzer had acquired and car- 
ried the _ title of baroness for some 
time. Difficulties, however, arose re- 
garding the divorce,. because the baron 
claimed that his wife had not kept cer- 
tain financial obligations. 

In the meantime the prince appeared 
in various Berlin resorts with the bar- 
oness, until the kaiser determined* to 
@xile him to Africa. It is stated that 
the baroness accompanied him part of 
the journey.

Such a clause went through both 
houses of parliament witnout opposition 
last session, but necessarily Was lost 
when the bill of that time was defeated 
in the house of lords. A short “en- 
abling act,” however, went through last 
session. Under this, cities may assist 
recreation schools, and the London 
county council is now considering to 
what extent it will use this power. 


Play-Grounds of London, 


Although American cities, by means of 
the public money they can spend, have 
provided a much more complete play - 
ground organization than exists in Eng- 
land, the play-grounds of London 4fe 
mueh better than the play-grounds of 
New York. and in summer almost ail 
the play-center games. and occupations

LAW AND JUSTICE 
ARE NOT RELATED 


Such Is the Opinion of a | 
Albert Wilson 


The Criminal, He Says, Ie Product 
of Civilisation—We Are All Po- 
tential Criminals — Should 
Treat Them as Respon- 
sible People, 


Special Cable. 

London, April 4.-The criminal ts 
That ie 
the sum total of the lecture by Dr. 
Albert Wilson (who has had consider- 
able prison experience) before the 
Soclologieal Society on the ‘Psychology 
of Crime.” 

And what !s a criminal? Dr. Wilson 
went on to ask. He replied that we 
are all criminals--all potential crim- 
inals, that is.. And if we had had the 
heredity and the same surroundings 
of many convicted criminals wo should 
have done exactly as they did “I 
plead,” he said, ‘‘that we ought nof to 
treat them as responsible people. 


And then Thr. Wilson proceeded to 


say hard things about law and justice | 
Law and justice, he} 


in this country. 
Law 


took part tn it. But i{t was hope- 
lessly old-fashioned and fossilized, and 
| Ought to be revised from A to Z. 
Law-Made Criminals. 
The present law was a disgrace, and 
we made criminals by it. And while it

Dr. Wilson then gave very practical 
demonstrations of how criminals, as he 
thought, were made. For on the plat- 
form he had three men and a boy, each 


of whom fllustrated one of the phases 
into which he subdivided crime. And) 


each case served to show how, accord- | 


ing to his view, criminals were made 
by law. 

The first was a boy aged 16 Dr. 
Wilson said that the boy was found a 
wanderer on the streets. He had no 


parents and was of particularly delicate 


health He was sent to the work- 
house, and was set to pick four bushels 
of oakum a day. It was physically im- 
possible for him to do this, but because 
he didn’t go i he was taken before a 
magistrate and sent to Pentonville for 
three weeks. When he came out he 
was given the same task: again, and, 
failing again, was given a month’s im- 
prisonment. Within a week of his re- 
lease he was sent back before a mag- 
istrate again, and this time received 
three months, and here, said Dr. Wil- 
son, was a case where a criminal was 
absolutely being made. 


Perverts and Inverte. 

Dr. Wilson then said that he would 
divide criminals into two broad classes 
—perverts and inverts. The former 
were those who deliberately used their 
brains in a wrong direction; the latter 


were indolent, lazy, born tired, and 
won't workers. To Illustrate the lat- 
ter type, he had an old man on the 
Platform who had done no work for 
forty years. 

Yet—and here was the virtue of kind- 
ness and sympathetic interest—-being 
taken up by the Salvation Army, in- 
stead of by the police, he was now a 
totally changed man, and = scrubbed 
floors for many hours a day. Instead 
of being the laziest man tn London, he 
was now one of the hardest workers. 

The next man Dr. Wilson brought 
forward was an elderly man who had 
spent thirty-seven years in prison. And 
vet the speaker argued that with a 
reasonable law he might have been 
saved. Up to when he was 30 he had 
lived a sober, respectable life. Then 
extreme poverty drove him to take an 
article worth about $10. For this he 
got seven years, 


Associate of Charles Peace. 

In the last case Dr. Wilson created a 
mild sensation by saying that the man 
whom he asked to step forwarg was 
the most dangerous criminal of the 
Victorian era. He had beén an asso- 
ciate of Charles Peace, but was a 
more successful criminal than Peace 
because he had a bigger brain—‘‘the 
brain of a cabinet minister’’—and could 
dress and pass as a gentleman. 

His method was to enter by the roof 
and leave by the front door. He work- 
ed in a dress sult and more than once 
when challenged he had easily passed 
himself off as a guest in the house. 
In the end he hag received a life sen- 
tence, but was pardoned by the king 
when he came to the throne. In gaol! 
he was regarded as so dangerous that 
he was never approached except by 
two armed warders. 

This man Dr. Wilson regarded as the 
“type of accident or environment.” Had 
it not been for his upbringing he would 
have been a great man in the world 
of thought. He was born well, but his 
parents dying when he was young he 
had been entrusted to the care of a 
grandfather, who was a drunkard. One 
night he saw his grandfather beating 
his grandmother, and stung into retal- 
lation he seized a poker, beat his 
prandfather senseless, then, frightened 
at what he had done, took all the 
available cash he could find, and bolted 
to Liverpool, where he sarted on a ca- 
reer of crime which soon made him the 
most dangerous criminal known to the 
police. Never once was he taken by 
the police, but twice he was given 
away by “pals.’’

Of 
vears they have become a necessity in 
city life, and the attention of city offi- 
cials in all sectiong of the country is 
now directed towards this most impor- 
tant question, probably more important 
than any other municipal subject with 
the exception of public education. A 
park is a natural storage plant (for 
fresh air, its educational value is -in- 
estimable, its efféct on the morals of 
the people ig wonderful, and it is the 
best aid in the health department in 
reducing the death rate. Statistics 
show—it is needless to quote—that 


late ; 


wherever parks are made for the people 
the death rate decreases. This was 
notably true in. Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Edinburg, Paris and Frankfort, where 
parks were opened in particularly 
densely inhabited sections. 

While we have no such thickly popu- 
lated sections in Atlapta, thereby pre- 
venting the change being so marked as 
in other cities. vet it must be true 
that what benefits the health of omer 
cities is good for us. 

The effect of parks upon criminals 
gvas never better proven than when 
New York City tore down the old build- 
ings at Mulberry Bend and made a park 
on the site. That particular place was 
one of the worst. sections of New York 
under the old conditions, but the crim- 
inals found fresh air, a breathing place 
and the laughter of children too much 
for them. They promptly emigrated. 

Parks Are the Basis. 
the question of ‘‘The 
City Beautiful’ admit that parks are 
the basis of everything. Beautiful 
parks, they say, create a desire for fine 
homes and elegant lawns, and these 
result in a wish for handsome streets, 
and pretty streets, of course, make a 
beautiful city.

I put this in for the purpose of im- 
pressing upon you that parks are pri- 
marily for the benefit of the people 
themselves. The citizens of Atlanta do 
not appear to redlize that. They «do 
not appear to think that the parks are 
theirs, that they are personaily the 
owners of them and that they ought to 
be closer in touch with the parks than 
with any other department of the city 
government, with the exception of that 
of public education. The officials of 
your park department are, from time 
to time, troubled by the people run- 
ning over the flower beds, digging their 
heels dnto the lawns, breaking tne 
shrubs and doing many thoughtless 
acts which they would not think of be- 
ing guilty of in their own homes. They 
apparently do not realize that the 
parks of Atlanta are the front yards of 
the poor people. All of this indicates 
that the people have not thought in- 
telligently about their parks. They 
are not the property of the city g0v- 
ernment. The city could not sell them 
ii it wanted to. They heve no money 
value to the city government. They 
are simply places made for the enjoy- 
ment of the people, and it ought to be 
firmly impressed upon every person 
who visits them that the care of them 
and the beautifying of them is a mat- 
te- of personal interest to all of us. 

For one, I believe that the question 
of parks is the deepest subject at this 
time with which we have to deal. I 
believe that the sound of the birds in 
the trees, the whisper of the wind, the 
mysic of the brook, the laughter of 
children. growing grass, green shrubs 
and beautiful flowers, make a better 
people of us. I think the man who 
loves such things has taken a long 
stride towards the unselfish life which 
we all are, or should be, striving for. 

The people should take more notice 
of their parks. They should have a 
deeper interest in them. They should 
realize that parks are made for them 
alone, and that each man, woman and 
child in the city has, or should have, 
a feeling of personal ownership in 
every park. To this end I have writ- 
ten. 

In the next article I present to you

New York, April 4.—A tentative plan 
for refinancing ‘the. Erte Railroad Com- 
Pany, which was made -necessary 
through the approach to maturity of 
an issue of $5,500,000 notes, was agreed 
upon at a meeting held at the office of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. today. The plans 
caii for a new issue of three-year 6 
per cent notes to the amount-of $15,- 
000,000, this issue to be secured by 
$12,000,000 in bonds now in the Erie 
treasury and which have a present 
market value of $9,000,000. 

Holders of the $6,600,000 which fal] 
due next Wednesday will be asked to 
take their proportionate share of $10,- 
£00,000 of the new issue. If the assent 
of the holders of the item maturing 
notes is given to the plan, J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. and the directors of the road 
have agreed to purchase for cash at 
Par $5,000,000 of the néw issue. It is 
proposed to allow the balance of $4,- 
600,000 of the new notes to remain in 
the Erie’s treasury.

There are g@iod and. intelligent men in 
'Georgia—we have some right here in 
| cultured Atlanta—who Know practically 
j;nothing about Anti-Sailoon League prin- 
ciples: and methods :1d yet some of 
i'them are quite ready to advise and to 
lcriticize us. We are not above criti- 
'cism, to be sure, but we do strive to 
i live above reproach. We lay no claims 
to infallibility. No, we are but men, 
and frequently need counsel, often long 
for sympathy. Gut we do claim to 
know something of the principles of the 
Anti-Saloon League and its mighty mis- 
sidn in the world. 

Ordinarily the league does not put out 
candidates, does not have to. Candi- 
dates are quite ready to make the race, 
as a rule. They are even eager to get 
on the race track, but under extraor- 
dinary circumstances, and the league 3 
the best judge, we do not put out can- 
didates, rather assist our prohibition 
‘fsiends in bringing them out. The 
policy of the league to get men who 
are already in the race for office to 
declare themselves either for or against 
prohibition, and to be perfectly frank; 
not everyone who declares for prohibi- 
tion’ can be absolutely trusted. True 
and tried men in this community and 
that must be consulted; men’s charac- 
ters and records must be considered; 
their environments and associates must 
all be taken into account. And mark 
this, if the liquor men or anti-prohi- 
bitionists give or seem to give their 
support to a'‘candidate, as a rule, you 
may safely turn away from ‘him. You 
cannot trust him, though his protesta- 
tions against the liquor evil be very 
loud.

It strikes us that the obliteration of 
county lines in the new 
method, while it gives greater strength 
to the larger counties, is not a desira- 
ble change. The new plan makes a 
solid and unanimous corvention. It al- 
lows no minority representation. A 
unanimous body, with no hold back 
Straps, is apt to run to extremes, and 
extremes react quickly. No enduring 
reforms were ever accomplished by the 
peli-melil method. The countieg are the 
units which make up the state, just as 
the states are the unlts which make up 
the unfon. There are county rights 
just as there are states’ rights. If a 
minority candidate for governor carries 
Only eight or ten counties, that eight 
or ten ought to send delegates to voice 
‘the views of the candidate of their 
* choice. 

Under the gresent plan it is possi- 
ble for one candidate for governor to 
carry a majority of @unties, and lose 
the nomination by a majority vote of 
the whole state; anfi in that case the 
man with the majority counties would 
not get ea vote or voice in the conveen- 
tion. 

A minority representation is always 
useful and desirable. It puts on the 
brakes, and reminds the winners that 
they are not the whole state. 

The present administration made its 
first blunder when it allowed no 
minertty representation in the conven- 
tien two years ago, which was followed 
by e disposition to treat that minority, 
not in a conciliatory manner, but as 
public enemies.

When he was inaugurated ag Gover- 
nor Hoke Smith in his address reiterat- 
ed his views in favor of local option. 
He stood fiatfooted on that occasion 
as favoring a continuance of the sys- 
tem by which each county was per- 
mitted to decide for itself whether 
would allow the sale of liquors or not. 

Then came the surprising victory for 
prohibition in the legislature. It alarm- 
ea the governor and when the time 
@ame for him to sign the prohibitory 
efi he was quoted thraughout. the 
state as saying: ‘JT thank God that I 
have lived to see this day. It is the 
greatest pleasure of my LUfe to sign 
thig act.” 

Tiree or four months after this, when 
the prohibitory sentiment seemed to be 
somewhat on the wane, he went to Sa- 
veannah and there was quoted as pub- 
licoly saying that the law was too 
stringent, and that he favored the Ger- 
man system of using beer and Ilght 
wines in moderation. 

This was naturally construed to mean 
that he would officially endorse an 
amendment to the law by legislative en- 
actment. 

When this was charged to him later 
he changed front and denied that he 
meant this. When the proof was 
wreugmt out that he had said this he 
G@uized By the claim that he meant that 
4¢ would ve a good thing outside of 
George where prohibition did not yet 
exist. 

Now he announces that he will sign 
any biil that fs passed by the ‘‘friends 
of prohibition.’” 

He should have added: 
change my mind again.” 

Let's look at his record on the immi- 
gration question, and see what a beau- 
tiful example of adherence to convic- 
tlon he presents there.

But 
when we remember the threats about 
reducing freight earnings by millions 
of dollars a year, the claim that 5 per 
cent @ year was enougn to allow rail- 
roads to earn, the contention that 2 
cents a mile was adequate for the 
transportation of passengers, the sym- 
pathy shown to Alabama in its conten- 
tion that corporations had no right to 
redress through the federal courts, and 
other facts calculated to drive every 
loose dollar out of the state, one is 
forced to fee] that denials are as much 
out of place as with regard to pro- 
hibition and immigration. 

Surely we need a change in Georgia.

TIME TO RETRACE A MISTAKEN STEP. 

Whatever may have been the motive actuating the state executive 
committee in changing the state primary plan from the county to the popular 
vote basis—and we do not in the least question the committee’s sincerity of 
purpose—it is evident the change is not pleasing to many, at least, of the 
country counties. 

Through their papers and otherwise, the people of not « few of these 
counties have said so, and it cannot be denied that evidence of antagonism to 
the innovation is accumulating. 

It is unfortunate that the committee should have taken a step, even 
unthoughtedly, the effect of which would be to array, in any degree whatever, 
the country counties against those containing the large cities, hence larger 


population. 

Possibly, the committee felt there were reasons why the popular vote 
plan should be tested, and considered that what was expected to be an “off” 
political year, would be the best time to try it. Nobody had any idea of the 
coming of a state campaign when the committee met in February. Had there 
been no state compaign, possibly the country counties would have let the 
matter pass unnoticed, until something happened to make them stop and think. 

However that may be, that they are now thinking about it and, in some 
sections thinking hard, cannot be questioned. 

Under the old plan the state convention was made up of delegates, chosen 
on the same constitutional basis as the membership of the lower house of the 
general assembly—two delegates for each representative. Bach county thus 
had not less than two votes in the convention, which counted as two votes— 
no more, no less. Hach county had a voice of at least two votes in the 
nomination of all state house candidates. Twenty-six counties had, because 
of larger population, four such votes, and the six largest, six votes—this 
being the ¢onstitutional basis of representation. | 

Thus, in no event, did the largest county in the state have more than 
three times the voice of the smallest. 

Under the new plan, which abolishes the constitutional basis so far as 
hominations are concerned, the larger counties of the state may exercise from 
twenty to thirty times as much power as the smaller counties—perhaps even 
more—by reason of their very much larger vote. | 

To put it plainly, suppose Georgia were composed of just twenty-one 
coupties, one with, say, 10,000 votes and twenty others with 500 votes each. 
It becomes at once apparent that under the popular vote plan, the one alone 
would rule the entire state, because it would cast as many votes as all the 
rest of the counties ‘combined. By the extension of thig principle, it is 
evident that, given a comparatively small number of large counties, their vote 
can nullify that of ten or a dozen times as many of the less thickly settled 
divisions of the state government. 

Six counties in Georgia can poll an aggregate of 50,000 votes; there are 
at least fifty counties in the state whose total vote will not average more than 
1,000 each. Here are six counties which have it in their power to out vote 
fifty; on the constitutional delegate basis the six would have had eighteen 
votes, while the fifty would have had 100. 

In view of these facts it is not unnatural that the country counties should 
protest against the new plan. 

The makers of the state constitution so fixed the basis of representation 
in the general assembly that the city counties could not rule the state. 
Whether this plan was wise and right or not, they put it in the constitution 


|and it is a part of the fundamental law. 
| It was because the state constitution fixed this basis of representation 


; that the state executive committees, every one of them, since 1877 until now, 


has followed this basis in convention representation. 

The primary is the election, and failure to apply this basis there, 
regarded in many quarters as, in effect a repeal or a violation of the spirit 
‘of the constitution. 3 

We present here nothing more than a calm statement of the facts. 

If the plan based on the state constitution is wrong, of course it should 
be changed. 

But the change should be by revision of the constitution itself, in the 
manner provided by law. 

If the change is to be made the legislature and the people should first 
authorize it, and the state committees can then conform to their will. 

We say again, any cause of antagonism between city and country counties 
is to be regretted. 
| The action of the committee 
/unnecessary and useless strife. 
| Without regard to’ candidates or issues or anything else, this cause of 
dissatisfaction, the existence of which cannot be denied, may be removed 
‘now, thus early in the campaign, and without prejudice to the interests of 
any individual or any element, and with equal justice to all candidates. 

We suggest, solely in a spirit of state harmony, that the state executive 
committee come together again and go back to the constitutional basis as 
applied to the state primary. 
| The committee should take this step while there is yet abundant time, 
/and save the useless turmoil and strife which tHe innovation has brought. 
| Aside from the political aspect of the matter, if there is any other than 
| that involved in the constitutional phase of the question, we believe the 
‘committee should make this change solely in the interest of state harmony 
‘and the removal of any possible sectional antagonism, development of which 
seems now unavoidable. 

It is in this spirit alone that The Constitution offers the suggestion. 
is in this spirit we hope it will be received. 
| It in nowise involves the interest of either candidate, hence can be 
discussed with the utmost fairness and impartiality.

In the face of the testimony by residents and property-owners, reported 
in yésterday’s Constitution, it is impossible to conceive of any justification 
for further indifference and delay in the matter of insufficient sewerage 
facilities, when IT HAS BEEN SHOWN that in the very heart of metropolitan 
Atlanta are breeding-places for wide-spreading germ diseases! 

Petitions and evidence from people living in the vicinity of Jackson 
street, Forrest avenue, Pine and Courtland streets, showed that many houses 
in this neighborhood were absolutely without sewer connections, depending 
on antiquated and insufficient garbage-disposal devices, ever fertile in possi- 
bilities for spreading disease, and practically nullifying the sanitary precau- 
tons taken by the other property-owners. 

It was also shown that such central thoroughfares as Crew and Rawson 
streets contained a large number of residences with totally inadequate 
drainage and sewage facilities. This is not to mention the dozens of blind 
and obscure alleys in the heart of town, here and there, huddling groups of 
hegro huts without sanitary outlets—THREATENING THE LIVES, NOT 
ONLY OF THEIR OCCUPANTS AND PEOPLE IN THE TERRITORY ADJA- 
CENT, BUT OF MEN AND WOMEN AND CHILDREN IN WARDS MILES 


AWAY! 
If this is not a burning, murderous indictment of up-to-date Atlanta, we 


do not know what constitutes such! 

In some instances, these conditions are due to the fact that the law has 
not been enforced. Main sewers are available, but property-owners have 
neglected to make the proper connections. Where this occurs, the parties 
thus responsible for jeopardizing the health of the city, should be scourged 
into obedience to the law and to regard for the common good with the lash 
of the law! : 

In the overwhelming number of cases, however, main sewers are not 
available. The only factor accountable for letting THIS specter loose on the 
people of.Atlanta, is the amazing indifference toward, the inexplicable delay 
in acting on facts, shown time and again to be in deadly existence. 

The community now knows fhe main cause of the prevalence, occasion- 
ally, of typhoid fever here in the summer. Inadequate sewerage! It knows, 
also, the remedy. More sewers! It realizes, with practical force, that the 
first duty of the city council, disbursing the city’s money, is to assure the 
public health. It will know where to place the responsibility if this duty is 
further neglected! There is no longer any excuse for such deadly dilatort- 
hess, since the people are showing themselves each day, more willing to 
provide the funds for their own protection. 

Of equally relative importance was another phase of the board’s meeting. 
The president of the board and other members thanked The Constitution for 
its crusade to secure a regular registration of births in this city, and pledged 
their efforts to secure more rigorous enforcement of the law. The proposition 
was made to refuse-children admission to the pwhblic schools unless they could 
show birth-certificates, and methods were suggested whereby the deficiency 
could be covered when the physician or accoucheur present at such an event 
had since died or left the city. i 

The suggestion is excellent as an auxiliary measure, but it does not get 
down to the bedrock of this evil that plasters Atlanta before the world as 
having a higher death than birth rate. Enforce a law, with rigorous added 
penalties, that will make it a misdemeanor, with fine and imprisonment 


features, for failure on part of physicians, parents or some definitely stated 
witness to report all data concerning every birth immediately to the board 
of health. 

One or two bona fide enforcements of such a measure, will do away, once 
and for all, with “laxity” and “forgetfulness.” The matter is of too vital im- 
portance to the reputation of Atlanta to intrust it to fallible memories, with 
no known means for stimulating those memories! 

These are plain facts, plainly put, about two matters that concern 
intimately the health and the well-being of each resident of this city. Reme- 
dies will not be lacking, little time will be required to place the health of the 
city on the high plane it is entitled to occupy, once the people manifest an 
UNREMITTING interest in forcing ACTION.

Editor Constitution: Those who are 
interested in good roads and have in- 
vestigated the present convict lease sy8- 
tem, read the editorial in the Sunday's

Constitution, under the above caption, 
with much interest and indorse every 
word of it, 

It is high time this important ques- 
tion was being agitated, for already 
articles are appearing in the country 
press ghowing how great the “loss” will 
be to the “‘school fund” if this lease sy8~ 
tem is abolished. It is not difficult 
to trace these able pleas, for the “‘edu- 
cation of our poor children’ to the 
fine Italian hand of those who are get- 
ting the usufruct out of the system. 

Many men are on thie subject like 
those who complacently advocate high 
licenses, and fondly imagine they have 
satisfactorily gettled the liquor question 
by establishing it. 

They look only for revenue. They 
never think of the many robbed and 
ruined by the vtle adulterations of alco- 


restraint under high license, as whis- 
ky, prandy, etc. 

So it is with this convict lease quées- 
tion. Humanity, decency and ali 
thought of the welfare of these poor 
unfortunate convicts is sunk under the 
one idea of “revenue” for the “school

And the articles now being published 
figure out the ‘enormous loss” that will 
result to the state from the destruction 
of the lease system.

We have spent thousands of millions 
on railways, hundreds .of millions on 
rivers and harbors. Our transportation 
lines of this kind are far in advance of 
all the nations of the earth, but far 
fbehind every other civilized govern- 
ment in the construction of our public 
roada, 

These public roads are ¢he innumerable 
feeders of all the other transportation 
lines. Practically all the freight de- 
signed for shipment must first pass over 
these roads to the shipping points. 

If we spend thousands of millions on 
the main transportation lines as a prof- 
{table investment, would it be a waste 
of money to spend a few millions on the 
“feeders’’ that furnish all the traffic for 
these great trunk lines when built? 

These able writers seem to forget that 
the taxpayers of thie state are also the 
fathers of the state’s children, and 
while they propose to take care of the 
children, because it is “an obligation 
they “voluntarily assumed,” yer they ats 
greatly interested in the building of 
good roads. They believe it will greatly 
increase the value of their lands, larg®- 
ly increase the taxable value of prop- 
erty and add much to the yearly rev- 
enues of the state. In thie way it wil! 
not only benefit the fathers, but enable

Now the extension of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad ig being strenuously 
afvocated by. some of our statesmen, 
and it is proposed to put ell the con- 
victs on that work. 

This may or may not be a good thing 
for the state, but evidently the “school 
fund’’ will suffer as much as if the con- 
victg were put on the public roads. 

It is understood that if the Western 
and Atlantic extension scheme i's 
adopted, zhe work would be let out to 
contractors, and the convicts hired to 
them at so much per thead. This would 
be practically the old system under 4 
new name, and the higher the price per 
head paid the more the convictg would 
have to guffer to make a return of good 
dividends to the bosses. 

When it is recollected that only about 
15 per cent of the freights in this state 
come through the ports and the 85 per 
cent all rail by Chattanooga, and when 
it is understood how difficult it would 
be to make satisfactory arrangement 
“competing” lLnes for freignt 
rates, we are persuaded that the state 
aime “tue taxpayers are in more danger 
of “‘losing’’ on the construction of tnis 
extension of the Western and Atiantic 
than they would be if the convicts were 
used to construct our public roads, 

The conviction is also gaining ground 
that it would have been to the advan- 
tage of the state to have put a long 
lease on the state road several years 
ago, when at that time it, would have 
yielded an income of $60,000 to $70,000 


per month. 
We fear that opportunity has 


passed. 

The plea for the education of the 
“poor children” and the crocodile tears 
shed over their condition by the lessees 
and their able attorneys, is losing force 
with those who suspect the nigger iz 
the woodpile. 

The fathers who pay the taxes will 
look after the children’s education, but 
they want the convicts on the roads, 
not only because they see the impor- 
tance of the roads to them and their 
posterigy, but they feel that this ‘tease 
system” is a disgrace to the state and 
a great injustice to the poor convicts 
who are driven to death to make big 
dividends for their owners, 

Of course, we understand that the 
counties through which the extension is 
te be located ‘‘will give the right of 
way’ and “probably” grade the road 
within their borderg ‘‘with the misde- 
meanor convicts.”

His father had resolved upon 
Texas. A man in years, but a son in 
loyaity, went with that resolve out of 
the mountains of north Georgia to the 
Sreat new land as blindly in sheer 
obedience and I doubt not as faithfully 
as Abraham went into Caanan. Now, 
what will the prophets say of this” 
Listen: “That. boy will go to Texas; in 
less than four years he will save a coi- 
lege from financial despair and endow 
it; in four years more he will graduate 
from it, and in five years more he wil} 
be elected to its presidency.” Well, that 
is what George W. Truett did in Texas. 

But he is not the president of Baylor 
university. This is a very interesting 
fact to us just now in Atlanta. He is 
‘@ preacher. Dear old billboarded 
newspapered, sensation-surfeited At- 
lanta; agog yesterday over Elbert Hub. 
bard and today over Fluffy Raffles, but 
she has one saving clause: She loves a 
preacher if he is a real preacher. 
George Truett will win Atlanta whole- 
somely. He will win here as he wins 
in the west by being what he is, a man 
who means it without trying to. What 
he is speaks as loud as what he says. 
He is a preacher. That is the point of 
his distinction. He is content to he 
that. He is an evangel, not evangelist. 
There is not an “ist” nor a twfSt in all 
his makeup. Plain, mountain-heartsd, 
love-torn George Truett, the man who 
woes cowboys in Texas to their kne2s, 
wins cities also. 

Power of His Preaching. 


People will come from hearing h{m 
preach in the Second Baptist church 
asking themselves what it is that con- 
stitutes the acknowledged power of hig 
preaching. And they will get various

| saest. It is something in the man him- 


strongest personalities are not eccen- 
tric. Eccentricity ig unnecessary’ to 
such men. They have specific gravity 
beyond the need of peculiar advertise- 
ment. Too much of what men call per- 
sonality in the pulpit, in the view that 
preaching is an incarnation, must hin- 
der, rather than help the Gospel pur- 
pose. Is it possible that evangelism, 
which, reduced to the terms of psychol- 
ogy, is egotism, can: be the appointed 
power of God unto salvation?

‘GOES TO COUNCIL ON MONDAY 


‘Ordinance Prohibits One Corpora- 
. tion Using Another’s Franchise 
Without Censent of Council. 
Provides for Free Trans- 
portation for City 
Employees. 


The ordinance introduced in the gen- 
eral council by Alderman James IL. 
Key, which seeks to regulate the use 
of street car franchises and to secure 
free transportation for certain 
employes, met with a favorable report 
from the committee on freight rates 
and transportation at a meeting held 
yesterday rmorning. 

One member of the committee did not 
ign the favorable report, although he 
favored the plan. He only dissented 
from one feature which sought free 
transportation for the public school 

| teachers. 

| The ordinance, if adopted by coun- 
cil, will provide that no corporation 
that has secured a franchise shall al- 
low another corporation the rights and 


by the mayor or headg of city depart- 
ments. 
the teachers. 

Effect of Ordinance. 


Alderman Key explained why he in- 
troduced the ordinance. He said that 
the Atlanta and Northern Trolley 
Company, with a line to Marietta, is 
using the tracks of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company without 
having been granted any franchise to 
do so. He wanted the first named cor- 
poration to secure a franchise from 
the city and when such is done for the 
city to make a trade whereby cer- 
tain city. employees shall be allowed 
to ride free. 

-Our policemen, firemen, 
men and employees of the waterWorks 
department used to ride free,” stated 
Alderman Key, “and that right was 
t#ken away from them by the state 
railroad commission. I understand 
that the street car company is willing 
for these city employees to ride free 
if some arrangement can be made that 
does not violate the rules of the rail- 
road commission. My ordinance, I be- 
lieve, will settle the matter satisfac- 
torily.”’ 

Councilman Dodd said he favored the 
ordinance provided it only affected 
such city employees as formerly rode 
free.

WHAT THE FINANCTER SAYS. 
New York, April 4-—The Financier 
will say: 

‘New York clearing house banks, ac- 
cording to the statement of their actual 
conditions as made Apri: 4, showed a 
moderate expansion of $4,352,300 in 
loans, and a gain of $7,111,300 in cash. 
The gain in the latter item was not as 
large as had been anticipated, prelim!- 
nary estimates Indicating an increase 
in specie and legals of about $10,000,- 
000. Deposits, by reason of the expan- 
sion {n loans and the increase in cash, 
rose $11,342,300. The aotual surplus 
reserve of the clearing house banks 
now stands at $42,671,450, an increase 
of $4,275.725, as compared with the pre- 
vious week. Government deposits re- 
mained almost stationary, and are now 
reported at $43,9!19,10@ She inflow of 
eash from the interior is still very 
heavy, and since the demand for money 
from speculative and commerctal cir- 
cles is much below the average, the re- 
sult is seen in a slowly accumulating 
idle surplus, which is now larger than 
for many months past. The summary 
of the state banks and trust companies 
in Greater New York not reporting to 
the clearing house, but made public 
by the superintendent of banks, indicat- 
ing for the week a falling off of about 
$2,250,000 in loans, a decrease of ap- 
proximataly $500,000 in cash, and an in- 
crease of $1,624,100 in net deposits. The 
actual reserve of the clearing house 
banks is now 28.52 per cent; that of 
the state banks 24.3! per cent, and of 
the trust companies 29.77 per cent.’’

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AN RATE FIGHT 


Much Interest in Alabama 
Over Railroad Situation, 


CONFERENCE IS TO BE HELD 


Attorneys for Alabama Will Hold 
Meeting at Birmingham or Mont- 
gomery on Next Monday or 
Tuesday—Statement Will 
Then Be Made. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 4.—(Special.) 
Intense interest prevails in the future 
action of the state with regard to tho 
fight made by the railroads on rate 
and regulation acts of the last session 
of the legisiature-—more especially of 
the extra session in November. The 
ruling of the Upited States supreme 
eourt on the leading questions. in- 
volved indicates that the state is bound 
to lose if .we cases; decided against 
it by the lower federal court, are taken 
there. The only thing to be gained, it 
seems, ty fighting the Alabama liti- 
@Wation through would be to find just 
how far the national tribunal! will go 
in restri¢ting the rights of the state. 

; Appeal Looked For. 


However, there is a belief, more or 
teas general, that the state will appeal 
far. the settlement of just one question 
that wags raised in the opinion of. Jus- 
tice Peckham, |. e., whether or not the 
power of restraint such as was used in 
the’ Minnesota case, can be carried to 
the. estoppa! of such a number of of- 
ficers as would endanger the “very 
echeme of our government,” as the 
Opinion expresses it. In the case at 
bar only the attorney general was en- 
Joined, in Alabama the attorney gen- 
eral nor any other state officer is al- 
lowed to take any part in the enforce- 
ment of the discounted acts. 

The Question Raised, 


In his opinion Justice Peckham, as if 
sounding a warning of the possibili- 
tles of the development of the doctrine, 
noted that such a ruling could not, in 
the nature of the case, be extended to 
grand juries because it would be a vio- 
lation of the very scheme of our gov- 
ernment. This raises the Alabama 
point, it is thought, to a nicety, as the 
petty court officers, the grand juries, 
the solicitors and the people are en- 
»joined. Can it be, the average man 
asks, that the writer of the opinion 
referred to had tn mind such a situa- 
tion as now exists in Alabama, where 
grand juries and most everything and 
everybody else are bound hand and 
foot by the order of the lower court? 


Will Hold Conference. 


A meeting of the attorneys for the 
etate ia to be held in Birmingham or 
Montgomery Monday or Tuesday. Gov- 
ernor Comer:tse-in the lower part of the 
state and has said nothing further 
than that he will give out a statement 
on Tuesday from RBirmtngham.

irmingham. Attorney General Gar-~- 
ber has had the matter up. with the 
other attorneys during the week try- 
ing to ascertain when a meeting 
would be best for all. It will be de- 
termined at this meeting just what 
can and will .be done and the interview 
of the governor will show the further 
course of the state. 


Did Knock-Down Act, 


Notwithstanding a number of re- 
ports to the contrary, Judge H. A. 
Pearce. sitting at Elba, last Saturday, 
did deciare the penalty feature of the 
four-fold damage act uncenstitutional, 
the ground being defective title. This 
feature is found in section 4, and pro- 
vides a penalty after sixty days of 
four-fold on all amounts under $258 
and a graduated lessening scale for 
lesser amounts. This feature, he said, 
was not set out tn the title, and, in 
line with the constitution, he held’ it 
invalid. The action did not show on 
the docket for the reason that the at- 
tornéeys agreed on the face of the 
claim, accepting a verdict for that 
much. This bill was one of those pre- 
sented by Senator Lusk in the last ses- 
sion of the legislature. 


More Code Troubles, 


Discovery has been made. that the 
mew code provides that the commis- 
efoner of agriculture and other offi- 
oerg of the state shall make dally settle- 
ment with the treasurer. No one knew 
it was there. being a change made by 
the code committee and unknown un- 
til the new books were delivered this 
week. This wi!! make a lot of trouble 
to the officers and the auditor. as it 
will entail a number of new books and 
blanks and make it necessary to put 
in a new system in many respects. The 
rule does not apply to the convict de- 
partment, which settles every three 
months. Officers affected are trying 
to get themselves organized. It wil] 
make trouble for the men who deal 
with the agricultural department, as 
they send checks as a rule which the 
banks take and collect without cost to 
the state. Under the new ruling al! 
remittances will have to be made 
cash or New York exchange.

CHURCH PEW PECULIARITIES. 


Royal Pew of St. George’s Chapel 
Largest of Its Kind in England. 


Some pews in the fine old church at 
Malpas, Cheshire, possess. a most 
amusing peculiarity. Hach one con- 
siats of several seats, which are really, 
though not apparently, detached, and 
they look easy and comfortable. . In 
this.case appearances are deceitful, for 
should one occupant of any one seat 
lean forward while ‘“‘nidnid nodding” 
over he goes on the floor. The seat is 
se constructed as to easily tip over 
when any weight is placed on its outer 
or front edge and was so designed to 
prevent people from going to sleep in 
church. 

We still find in afew of our ancient 
churches the high pews, luxurious 
cushions and curious fittings of former 
days. ’ 

In the good old times, when the squire 
was lord of all he surveyed in the vil- 
laze, his pew in the parish church was 
often a kind of sitting room. One such 
pew occupies the whole of the south 
transept of the diminutive church at 
Gatton, in Surrey. It has a fireplace, 
a low seat which extends around two 
sides of the room and blue tapestry 
decoration. Above it is another floor, 
on which are three or four ordinary 
pews for the use of the saquire’s ser- 
vants, and from it a covered way leads 
to Gratton Hall, some few yards away. 
There may be some truth In the story 
that a former squire. used to enjoy a 
pipe by the fireplace during the ser- 
mon afd that 
would go out through the private door 
for a short stroll im the churchyard. 

A similar pew exists In a church at 
Colwich, Staffordshire, It 
case leading to a private door, and it js 
saiq that the postman came this way 
to convey letters and that the servant 
brought in eake and wine for consump- 
tion during the service. 

The royal pew of St. George’s chapel, 
Windsor, is peculiar, because {t Is the 
largest of its kind in England and on 
account of its being situated above the 
choir, down-upon which the queen can 
see the service from a fine orjel win- 
dow. 

In ttle Benjamin church, Norfolk, 
is a pew for strangers and wedding 
parties. It was censtructed by a shep-

One of New York’s Most Famous 
Hostelries Ends Its Existence 
After Life of 49 Years—Sor- 
rowful Speeches Made 
by Piatt and 
Depew. 


| New York, April 4.—At midnight to- 

night, the Fifth Avenue Hote#, one of 
famous hostelries of the city, 
ended its existence of half a century 
but not until the old-timers had once 
more sat upen the plush covered seat 
the Amen corner and once more 
breathed an acquiescent “Amen” to 
the words of the “Easy Boss,’ whose 
political plans, there promulgated, 
gave the spot world renown. 

In the old days, Tom Platt was se- 
oretive. Tonight he confessed that 
the Amen corner had “‘made and un- 
made presidents.’”” Chauncey Depew 
spoke with caution when a part of the 
inner circle in days gone by. Tonight 
he fairly boasted that he had known 
governors “who thought they did 
things from the executive chamber, 
but they were done from the Amen 
corner. 

It was a jolly, 
that gathered to bid the 
good bye. 

After forty-nine years of life as a 
hotel, during half of which time it 
served as the headquarters of the re- 
publican party of the state, the house 
is to be torn down to make way for 
a monster office building. 

Platt Tottered to “Anten” Corner. 


Brought to the entrance tn a wheel 
beaati r and further assisted by a fend 
on either side, Senator Platt tottered 
to the Amen corner and again heard 
the shouts of “Platt!! Platt!! Platt!!” 

The aged senator was visibly af- 
fected, but managed to speak for some 
moments to the crowd. that surged 
about him and which was kept from 
pressing too closely upon the sacred 
spot only by a cordon of:police.

Hitchcock, believes that a number of 
postmasters throughout the country in 
large cities as well ag in smaller of- 
fices, are shirking.

San Diego, Cal., April 4.—-Rear Ad- 
miral C. M. Thomas, acting comman- 
der in chief of the Atlantic battleship 
fleet, today transferred his flag from 
the Minnesota to the Connecticut, 
which carried Rear Admiral Evans’ 
ensign on the long cruise from Hamp- 
ton Roads and which rejoined the 
fleet in Magdalena bay late last night, 
after bringing Admiral Evans to San 
Diego. 

With the elevation of Admiral Thom- 
as, Rear Admiral Sperry becomes séc- 
ond in command of the fleet and it is 
stated that when the ships set sa!!l 
from Magdalena bay, the Alabama, his 
flagship, will be at the head of the 
second squadron.

INDIANS BEFORE SENATORS 


Chief Plenty Coos and His Braves 
Deny Stories Told by Mra. Grey. 
lenty Coosa Used to Hare 
Ten Wives, but One Is 
Enough Now. 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—Chief 
Plenty Coos, of the Crow Indian tribe, 
testified before the senate committee 
On Indian affairs. and, in responge to 
questions by Senator Dixon, denied 
many of the statements made by Mrs. 
Helen Pierce Grey, that the Indians 
were ill-treated by Major Reynolds, the 
government agem. 

Two interpreters were used in the ex- 
amination. Plenty Coos explained the 
Manner of his tribe in farming their 
lands, and told of the relations of ¢he 
tribe to the agent, Major Reynolds. 


The chief denied that Reynolds inter- | 


fered with members of the tribe in sgeii- 
ing their stock and products for the 
best price obtainable. In other words, 
he praised Reynolds, but gaia thar there 
had. been some complaint by those In- 
Gians who did not like to work. 
Why the Name. 

Senator Dixon brought out the 
that Plenty Coos was with General 
Crook in 1876, and fought with him 
Just in advance of the Custer messa- 
cre. He was asked why he' had - been 
Hamed Plenty Coos, and explained that 
the name came from the Coo stick, on 
Which deeds of valor are recorded by 
the cutting of notohes, the driving of 
Mails or the hanging of scalps. He ex- 
Piained that he used to Live In the cen- 
ter of the fighting trtnoes of Indians 
@f other nations, and that he amagesed 
40 many trophies of battle against hos- 
tile bands that hia coo stick would 
hardly hold them all. Therefore, he 
Was called Plenty Coos, and made the 
big chief of all the Crows. 

Senator Brandegee wanted to know 
whether the scalps on h!s coo stick were 
White or Indjan- 

Plenty Coos said that the sallies of 
his tribe had been always against the 
Arapahos, Cheyennes and Sioux, and 
hever against the white men, who had 
@lways been the Crow's frjends. 


He Has Ceased to War, 


Hie declared that his scalping now 
4s confined tio alfalfa and oats; that he 
has ceased to war, and now shakes 
hands with everybody. 

The members of the committee took 
Great interest in Plenty Coos and his 
followers, about a dozen of whom were 
present. They. looked prosperous, and 
the chief explained that they were the 
flower of the tribe. 

In explaining the holdings of his 
family, Plenty Coos excited some cu- 
Tiosity ag to the numper of wives he 
shas had. He said it was unusual for 
him to talk about anything of that 
kind, but that before he came fully un- 
der the control of the government he 
had married ten women at various 
times. and had a nuinber of wives at 
One time. Now, he helleved in the 
white man's life .regarding marriage, 
he said, and had only one wife. 

The Indians came to Washington for 
examination concerning two bDilis of 
great importance to the Crow reserva- 
tion. and were only questioned inci- 
dentally about the charges that have 
Ween made by Mrs. Grey.

The Morning Session. ‘ 


At the morning session, held in the 
Piedmont hotel], E. W. Frost, of Milwau- 
kee, Wis., presided, and the reports of 
the state and local committee were 
read. 

These reports show the great growth 
of child labor sentiment throughout 
the country, and how the little folks 
of the nation, described as “the na- 
tion’s asset.’’ are to be cared for and 
protected from the grasping greed of 
those who would coin childish blood 
into wealth. 

Following these reports a general 
Symposium on factory inspection was 
held, which proved to we one of the 
most interesting features of the meet- 
ing. 

This symposium was opened by Hon. 
John H. Morgan, chief inspector of 
workshops and factories in Ohio, on 
“Essentials in Factory Inspection,’ and 
pointgd out, clearly, the needs in this 
direction. 

“Why the Children Are in the Fac- 
tory,’ was presented by Miss Jean M. 
Gordon, factory inspector for Louis- 
dana. 

A young woman, of pleasing address, 
with her heart wrapped in her work, 
Miss Gordon presented an argument 
which was convincing !n every  par- 
ticular, Bpigrammatic, terse and full 
of fruit this paper pleased the large 
audience, and the speaker was repeat- 
edly applauded. 

Hon, M. W. Connolly, factory inspec- 
tor of Tennessee, led the discussion 
along this subject. 

It was under the spectal topics tor 
discussion that the liveliest speaking 
toqk place. These topics were as fol- 
lows: 

‘The Need of More Authority for Fac- 
tory Inspectors.’’ 

‘Duty of the Private Citizen to Aid in 
Law Enforcement.”’ 

‘Cooperation with School Officials.’’ 

Nearly every one in the room had a 
few words to say on someone of these 
talks, and the remarks were most 
pointed. 

As to Factory Inspectors. 


It was plainly pointed out that the 
factory inspectors need to be recog- 
nized by the law, and made guardians 
of the law before their full duty can 
be consummated. The laws can not 
prove effective, it was asserted, unless 
the authorities are backed up in  en- 
forcing these laws. 

A number of talks were made, show- 
ing that it is the duty of ali, private 
citizens to ald in the enforcement of 
these laws, and sée to it after they 
are passed by thé state they are to be 
carried out to the letter. 

When the last topic was reached the 
discussion tended to show that educa- 
tton was the solution of the problem. 
On the one hand, educate the employ- 
ers to see that it was only justice th@t 
small children should not ve al'towed to 
work until they had at least the be- 
ginning of an education; and educate 
the children to see that it was to their 
advantage to attend schoo] when they 
were prohibited from working.

The movement has an able spokesman 
in Professor A. C. Culver, who is at the 
head of the technological! department of 
the Boys’ High School. 

“Thig department of education,” ex- 
plained Professor Culver, in a recent in- | 
terview,-after visiting well known insti- 
tutions of technical training. ‘“‘furnishes 


‘a course giving a boy a broad and lib- 


eral education and, at the same time, 
meeting the requirements of admission 
to the sophomore classeg of the leading 
institutions of technology. For the sec- 
ond of these classes, or for pupils wish- 
ing to place especial emphasis upon 
practical work, a scientific course is 
planned, which does not require the 
more rigorous Hterary and mathemati- 
Such pupils, however, are re- 
quired to take a good course in English, 
history, physics and mathematics—the 
boys having an unusual opportunity to 
acquire a practical knowledge of the ap- 
plication of science and mathematics in 
the mechanical trades. In the third 
and fourth yearg of this course they 
specialize in the work of the drawing 
room, and of the shops and become 80 
well grounded in the principles of the 
fundamental trades that their term of 
apprenticeship, if they take one, is ma- 
terially shortened.

the idea that the modern manual train- 
ing school is the education of all facul- 
ties and not the training of any special 
group. It ig meant that the school 
shall help each pupil to enter upon his 
advanced or special training with the 
best economy of time and with some 
clear conception of his fitting occupa- 
tion. The trend of modern education is 
steadly toward the boy of the present 
and his. surroundings—education, the 
aim of which is to fit the voy to meet 
tthe demand. If useful men are needed, 
usefu] meang must De employed for 
training them. The manual training 
high school is the logical outcome of 
this trend of educational thought, and 
the splendid recognition of the condi- 
tions which surround the boy of today. 

“The tremendous progress in mechan- 
ical development that has taken place 
within the last fifty years, more es- 
pecially during the last twenty years, 
and that is still going on at an increas- 
ing ratio, demands a class of young 
men. educated not only along academic 
lines, but who are also trained to put 
ideas into concrete reswits. 

Training Demanded, 


“The conditions of efficient service 
are very different today from those of 
similar service a half or a quarter cen- 
tury ago. Industrial changes have been 
so great that the problems confronting 
the young man entering business today 
require abilities of a different order. 


‘ 


Today, industry demands of the young 
man, in addition to and preliminary to 
experience, knowledge; knowledge ob- 
tained from the scientuic study of grin- 
ciples derived from businesg experience. 
The average young man today is without 
a trained mind, equipped with a pre- 
viously acquired foundation of facts 
‘The apprenticeship system, under 
which beginners formerly learned 8 
trade, is almost a thing of the past. 
Conditions have become so changed 
that the employer is in no position to 
employ a novice, pay him a salary and 
teach him a trade. The cause of this 
being the increased cost of labor and 
the weneral increase in the cost of pro- 
duction, accompanied by the resultant 
necessary economy of time. In many 
cases, the young man is employed to 
make himself generally useful avout the 
shop, and gather what he can from ob- 
servation. while no one in the shop has 
time to give him the proper instruction. 
Usually, when a boy enters the shop he 
is set to counting machine parts or 
some similar work; or he is put to some 
machine and is expected to become ex~ 
pert in its operation. He thus works 
from day to day, becoming a highly 
specialized mechanic. This routine 
work but narrows him and makes him 
an automaton, growing skilifu. along 
a narrowing course with a very slow 
increase in wages. As a result of the 
neglect on the part of the employer or 
lack of opportunity on the part of tue 
operator the progress made by the 
young man is slow, and he can get at 
best, a limited knowledge of his trade. 


Intensive and Practical. 


“For the 98 per cent of our male pop- 
ulation who are not to have a college 
education, for one reason or another, 
the last years of their educational train- 
ing should be both intensive and prac- 
tical. They should be made to feel that 
they are learning something which is 
going to be of value to them in later 
life, and not be required to take it all 
on faith, and they should be made to 
feel that they are being prepared for 
the real workaday world. Here is 
where the manta! training high school 
enters to solve the problem for many 
a boy and young man. Its work keeps 
him interested. He knows that the 
graduates of the school are in demand, 
and easily finds employment on account 
of what they are able to do.” 

Said Professor Culver, In conciusion: 

“We need a school for the boys who 
are not able, for one reason or an- 
other, to further their education beyond 
the high school. These boys drift into 
all kinds of juvenile occupations, where 
they are not so much needed, and who 
at eighteen or nineteen, are not able to 
do the work which they ought to do for 
their own benemt and tne benefit of 
society. What kind of a school do we 
need to help these boys to such a prep- 
aration ag will enable them to select 
their vocation; and, in the second place, 
give them such general training as 
every citizen, every man, ought to 
have? It is this problem that we have 
to solve in the near future in giving to 
the boys of Atlanta a technical high 
school, planned to serve the boy wno 
wishes to prepare for colleges of en- 
gineering and, also for the boy who is 
to terminate his education with the 


high school.” 
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PINE TREES RECLAIMING 
MANY ABANDONED FARMS 


ern states the ax is transforming the 
magnificent forests of the past into 
culled and cut-over land. The demand 
for lumiver is so great anc operations 
are so extensive that in a comparative- 
years those who wish to seé 
timber in its virgin luxuriance will 
have to visit. distant and isolated sec- 
tiong of the country. 

Under the new conditions brought 
about by the exploitation of the virgin 
forests a type of woodlands known as 
the old field pine hag developed into 
commercial importance within recent 
years as a result of clearing away the 
Original forests for agriculturah pur- 
poses. This old field type promises to 
,inerease in value more anda more with 
the corresponding increase in the price 
vf wood products. Old fields are com- 
mon both in the south and in _ the 
north, although they arise from differ- 
ent causes and become reforested with 
different specieg of trees. 

In the south, before the 
vast areas ot land were in 
which have since been allowed to re- 
turn to forest. Many thousands of 
acres were Often included within a sin- 
gie plantation, mostly cleared, and 
growing splendid crops of ‘cotton, corn, 
tobacco, and many other valuable furm 
products. It ig cOmmon today to see in 
| certain sections of the south, old plan- 
tations of great extent thar. are now 
|} growing up with loblolly, or as it .is 
; generally called, old field pine. 

The war was responsible for thig ne- 
giect of cultivated land. With the free- 
ing of the slaves the immense planta- 
tiong cOuld no longer be managed, and 
the land was abandoned. -In many 
cases, however, the land was impov- 
erished through many years of cultiva- 
tion, but with the use of fertilizers wil: 
be reclaimed in the future: Farmers 
now point out splendid stands of pine 
already large enough to be lumbered, 
on land that they once plowed. Growth 
| has been phenomenal, the trees being 
often i2 to i4-inches in diameter at an 
age of no more than twenty to twenty- 
five years. 

Loblolly pine trees bear seed prolifi- 
cally nearly every year, and, being 
light, these seeds are carried long dis- 
tances by the wind. The opén 
offer ideal places for the young trees 
to start. The ground has been work- 
ed many years and there is no young 
oak brush to interfere with their growtn 
in the case of the stump or cut-

‘have been unproductive all these years. 
|Yet it has not been unti] recently that 
| the old field pine was thought to have 
'any value. There were forests of long- 
| jJeaf pine everywhere close at hand, and 
the wood was much superior for every 
purpose. Fence rails made from long- 
leaf pine last many years, but loblolly 
rails soon decay and must be frequently 
replaced. Ragjiroads through the - pine 
country would accept nothing but long- 
leaf pine for'ties. So the old fields were 
allowed to grow up and remain  un- 
touched, except ‘that occasionally the 
owner would.cut down a few trees to 
prevent them from ‘encroaching into hig 
very door yard.

Ideas are changing rapidly now as to 
the velues and uses of certain woods. 
The longleaf pine is disappearing from 
the land, and there are few young trees 
to take the place of the old. Necessity 
for future wood material has resulted 
in many investigations and experiments 
with inferior kinds of wood. Loblolly 
or old field pine has been found to be 
exceedingly durable when impregnated 
with creosote. This has given the old 
field pine a new value, and today thou- 
sands of railroad ties are cut near the 
railroads and shipped to treating plants 
to be creosoted. Smal! portable mills 
are easily and cheaply located, and 
many of these are now cutting, the best 
trees in these old field stands for lum- 
ber to be used locally among the farm- 
ers. The future lumbering will be 
carried on extensively in these second 
growth stands-of old field pine. 

The situation in the north is very 
much the same.~- White ping is here 
found occupying the old flelds much as 
loblolly does in the south. The vo 
are light and are carrfi considerable 
distances to the open fields where they 
find plenty of light end suitable soil 
conditions to make excellent growth. 

Fifty years ago or more there were 
many small areag under cultivation, 
which have since been abandoned and 
have now grown up (to white pine. 
Farming has always been on a small 
scale, but with tne development of 
great farming interests In the west, the 
farmer of the northeast hag been han- 
dicapped in his competition for the 
markets. Many of the younger genera- 
tion have Jeft the old home farms and 
gone to the cities for more lucraftiv«@ 
employment. All thig has resulted in 
abandonment of old farms and fields, 
and many of these are growing up to 
pine. There is a tendency for men 
who left the farms many years ago to 
return and spend the summer months 
among their boyhood surroundings. They 
love the native forests and consequent- 
ly encourage the growth of pine in the 
fields once cultivated. So there ig an 
esthetic as well as a commercial value 
attached to this young growth. 

The white pine of the northeast does 
not compare in rate of growth with 
the old field pine af the ssuth, but the 
wood is more valuable for lumber, box- 
shingles, and other purposes, 
and the demand for second growth pine 
very great. It is estimated there 
are 800.000 acres of abandoned land in 
southern New Hampshire. and a large 
part of this is growing up to white pine. 
Investigations show that it is most 
profitable to lumber these second growth 
of white pine when they are 


There is a large and increasing source 
of wealth in our old meld pine lands. 
It *s never the object of forestry to 
encourage tree growth on land that is 
better suited for: agriculture. At the 
same time there are vast areas uncul- 
tivated that are producing no income 
to their owners. Such land should be 
permitted to grow trees and be pro- 
tected from-fire and misuse until such 
time as they may be come more de- 
sirable for other purposes.

The tennis courts at East Lake are 
the best in the country, and it is here 
that the southern championship tourna- 
ment is held annually. [t may be in- 
teresting to not® that the champion- 
ship in both siggtes and doubles for 
the past several years has been won 
by Atlanta Athletic Club members, 
Nat Thornton holding the championship 
in singles and Bryan Grant and Nat 
Thornton in doubles. 

The golf course at East Lake was 
laid off by Thomas Bendelow and it 
ranks among the best in the United 
States. It is considered by experts to 
be superior in natural advantages: to 
any course in the south, and gives to 
‘the player the severest test of good 
| golf. The course id rapidly rounding 
| into good shape, and within another 
‘year will be popular with visitors from 
fall over the country. A fine golf 
| course like the one at East Lake is an 
| inducement for many a visitor to stop 
}over in Atlanta on the way to and 
| from Florida resorts. 

The athletic features of the club are 
in charge of skilled experts. The phys- 
ical director is John W. Heisman; med- 
ical examiner, Dr. Theodore Toepe!l; 
golf instructor, James Maiden. All of 
these men rank at the very top in their 
professions. 

The new trophy room at the city club, 
which is filled with handsome cups won 
by its members in various competitions 
all over the south, shows the pro- 
ficiency of the Atlanta Athletic Club 
members. 

Great Baseball Teans. 

The athletic events the club is now 
centering its attention upon are the 
baseball season, the intercollegiate ten- 
nis tourney and the southern tennis 
meet, all three near at hand. 

Coach John Heisman, who was recent- 
ly chosen athletic director for the club, 
is now devoting a great dea! of time 
to the baseball team. The athletic club 
in former years had one of the best 
amateur teams in this section of the 
country. and, from the presént indi- 
cations, Mr. Hetsman will develop an 
outfit that will equal, if not excel, all 
past performances. 

Now he is busy formulating plans, 
getting in touch with players who éGe- 
sire to try for places and doping out a 
campaign for the coming summer. 

He is also manager of the team, in 
nddition to holding the position of 
coach, and all communications from the 
players and teams, both In Atlanta and 
elsewhere, may be addressed to him, ‘in 
care of the Tech. It is the desire of the 
club to meet any and all amateur 
bunches. that want to engage in a rea) 
baseball contes The club desires to 
cover a wide field of opponents, and ex- 
pects to play the city league teams and 
teams from al Georgia towns—Rome, 
Dalton, LaGrange, Cartersville, Way- 
cross, Tifton and, in fact, teams from 
any Georgia city that takes enough 
interest in the great national pastime 
to put ‘out @ team.

As for the southern tourney, it prom- 
iseg to eclipse all former like events, 
the entry list bids fair to be much 
larger and the play faster, this last 
being due to the rapid growth of the 
game throughout the south. Entrants 
from al! sections of the country will 
be on hand for this meet, which, as 
the college tourney, both under the 
auspices of the club, will be held on the 
magnificent East Lake courts. 

Skating is about the only sport un- 
known to the club. There is handball, 
bowling and billiards in plenty at both 
the city and country clubs. Handball 
has sprung into great favor with the 
members, and an excellent game !s put 
up by no few of the enthusiasts. 

The courts are the best in the south, 
and the environment of the game is 
very attractive. The billiard and pool 
parlors are excellently fitted out, and 
the improved bowling alleys cannot be 
excelled. 

Going again to outdoor sports, the 
club boasts of one of the finest golf 
links tn the entire country. While a 
few years ago this pastime had no 
foothold here, it has now many follow- 
ers, and many crack golfers have been 
developed in the club’s ranks. The 
course is at East Lake. Jim Maiden, 
the well-known expert, ifs instructor 
for the club. 


Boating Popular. 


Boating has become very popular 
with the club members, and many own 
canoes which are kept in the spacious 
boat house at East Lake, a cut of 
which is shown on this page. The boat 
house is well appointed, has a storage 
room for the canoes, lockers for the 
swimmer; and baths. It contains re- 
ception rooms for entertainment pur- 
poses, and is prettily fitted out in every 
particular 

During the summer an aquatic sport 
event and water carnival is held. This 
‘consists of swimming, diving and 
canoeing events, and in the past two 
years has proved very interesting. A 
magnificent pageant of decorated and 
flluminated canoes accompanies this 
event at nights. This feature has 
proved itself to be most beautiful. 

In the winter Coach Heisman will 
have charge of the basketball team, 
which, because of the numbers of pro- 
ficient players, promises to be very 
fast 

In the event other organizations will 
put out teams, the club is going in for 
indoor baseball. This game used to be 
popular in Atlanta, but for some rea- 
s0n Was permitted to fade away, but a 
strong effort to revive it will be made. 


Gym Class Starts. 


In addition to taking charge of the 
baseball team on May (5, Mr. Heisman 
will start his gym class instruction jin 
the new class room just completed, on 
the second floor of the city club. This 
gymnasium is equipped in the latest 
style, with new and additional ap- 
paratus. It, with the new bowling al- 
ley and billiard room, is one of the 
most striking improvements over the 
old club 
‘Summing up the evidence, as it were, 
the Atlanta Athietic Club, besides fur- 
nishing pleasure and like benefits, also 
looks to the physical man. It posses- 
ses every known means for building 
up muscle. A member finds out just 
what kind of exercise he needs to put 
him tn shape, and he gets it if he 
wante it. Dr. Toepel. makes the phys- 
jeal examination and directs the prop- 
er exercise, and Mr. Heisman gives it 
to him. 

Aftr exercising, there are hot and 
cold baths for the athlete at both East 
Lake and the country club and in the 
city club there is a large swimming 
pool for those who do not go to the 
lake or care to take a plunge during 
the winter months. 

Club athletics are distinctly on the 
boom, and with Mr. Heisman in 
charge, the future should bring sport 
fame to Atlanta's worthy institution. 


How the Club Grew. 


The first home of the club was a@ 
small] one-story building at 156 Edge- 
wood avenue, and a vacant lot adjoin- 
ing the bullding was rented for tennis 
grounds. The membership increased so 
rapidly that the quarters became en- 
tirely imadequate, and a new home be- 
came urgent. A deal was started 
which resulted in securing the present 
club house on Auburn avenue. At this 
time the club had in its treasury only 
$200. and entered into an agreement 
to purehase the new club house at 
$40,000. As the cash payment required 
was $1,000 it hecame necessary for 
eight of the directors to advance $100 
aplece, taking as security the club's 
notes. Al! this goes to show from 
what a meager beginning this now 
prominent institution has grown.

They have not 
been connected with it continuously, 
but are now members after short 
lapses of non-mempbership. 


Organized in |898. 


The club was organized in 1898, with 
Burton Smith as president, who gerved 
until April, 1904. He was succeeded by 
Arnold Broyles, who served from Apr'l, 
1904, to 1905. Mr. Broyles was sutceed- 
ed by G. W. Adair, who still holds the 
office. 

The club membership speedily in- 
creased s0 that it became necessary 
from time to time to raise the limit of 
membership. The present limit is 900. 
Within three years’ time, from the 
purchase of the Auburn avenue club 
house, the indebtedness of $40,000 had 
been reduced to $20,000, or just half. 

In 1906 it became evident to the board 
of directors that a country club was 
a necessary auxiliary, and steps were 
taken to secure a favorable site. After 
looking over every available proposi- 
tion that might be considered, the com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose re- 
ported favorably on the 200 acres of 
land known eas East Lake. A lease, 
with option to buy, was taken oh this® 
property, and extensive improvements 
were immediately begun. At the time 
the outdoor feature wag started the 
membership was 480, and the wisdom 
of this move is demonstrated by the 
fact that today the club has a member- 
ship of 900. 

It was considered necessary to en- 
large considerably the @owntown club, 
and improvements, estimated to cost 
$20,000, have jyst been completed on 
the Auburn avenue building. It was 
also deemed advisable to take advanr 
tage of the option to purchase the East 
Lake grounds, and in order to raise 
funds to make improvements on the 
downtown club house ang pay the 
purchase price for the East Lake 
grounds the finance committee ne- 
gotiated a bond issue of $90,000. These 
bonds were all sold at par to local cap- 
italists without any difficulty. The 
ease with which this deal was con- 
Summated by the finance committee 
speaks eloquently of the credit enjoyed 
by the Atlanta Athletic Club. 

This did not provide for the erection 
of a club house at Bast Lake, so that 
in November, 1906, a meeting was held 
and public subscriptions called for, 
ylelding about $90,000. In about thirty 
days the new club house at Hast Lake 
will be ready to turn over to the mem- 
bers. The improvements at the down- 
town club have just been completed. 
It is hard for any one familiar with 
the situation eighteen months ago to 
realize the amount of work actually 
accomplished by this splendid organi- 
zation.

Club Is Democratic. 


The best features of modern country 
clubs, athletic clubs and social clubs 
are combined in the Atlanta organiza- 
tion. Its members obtain advantages 
that can hardly be obtained anywhere 
else, for in- most cities it is necessary 
for one to join two or three clubs in 
order to derive the benefits that are 
gkiven in this one institution. 

The membership, while select and al] 
applications carefully scrutinized, is 
democratic, and any young man of 
ordinary means and good character is 
eligible to become a member. An in- 
itiation fee of $50 and monthly dues of 
$3 are all that is required, so that one 
does not have to be wealthy in order 
to enjoy membership in this club. 

The finances of the Atlanta Athletic 
Club are in good shape. The finance 
committee has anticipated the payment 
of its first bonds, which mature next 
July. It has always been the policy of 
the club to keep well ahead in all of its 
obligations so as to be tmmune from 
any temporary trouble that might af- 
fect the prosperity of such an institu- 
tion. 

When the organization is entirely 
completed, and everything gets in goog 
running order at the downtown club 
and the East Lake adjunct, it may be 
said that the Atlanta Athletic Club 
will take rank among the very best in 
the United States, and membership in 
it will be eagerly sought. 


The Country Club. 


The members of the club are very 
much enthused over the new country 
club, now nearing completion. It will 
be the handsomest structure in this 
section of the country, and will afford 
every convenience for the members. 

The exterior has been complete. 
This is done in brown shingle sides 
with green roof shingles, with the 
building trimmed in white, this making 


a combination most pleasing to the 
eye, setting off so well the: pretty 
architecture. 

A veranda 500 feet lin length runs 
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entirely: around the building on two 
floors. 

In the- basement, which has been en- 
tirely completed, ts the bilifard room, 
the bowling alleys, baths, grill room, 
kitchen and servants’ quarters. This 
is very elaborately finished, has stained 
woodwork and hardwood flooring, 4s 
will be placed on other floors. 

The first floor contains the large 
dining hall, that can aleo be used as a 
reception and dancing room. There 
are also a number of private dining 
rooms arranged. 

‘On the second floor will be fifteen 
bed rooms. These have not been com- 
pleted. 

The third floor is thrown open into 
one large room that will be used for a 
dormitory, sleeping quarters to be pro- 
vided when large crowds are at the 
club., 

The club its being built at an enor- 
mous cost and will equal in conveni- 
ences and grandeur the large country 
clubs of the east, 

The improvements to the city club 
consisted of adding 80 feet to the front 
of the building, running it up to-the 
street and making the front half three 
stories in height. The swimming pool 
was made larger, lined with enameled 
brick, and the floors here and in the 
bath rooms laid in marble and tile. 

The grill room and billiard room were 
also made larger, and the building, 
as a whole, was strengthened with 
steel, and is now substantial as wéll as 
Sightly. ~ 

All the interior furnishings were done 
over, and the city club is now most 
artistically arranged on the inside. As 
it is known, it has fine handball and 
basket ball courts, and every indoor 
sport can be pulled off without the 
least trouble. 


Club Electién Soon. 


The club will holds its annual meet- 
ing April 2!, at the city club, when the 
officers to serve during the ensuing 
year will be nominated, the election to 
occur later by baliot. 

George W. Adair, who is now presi- 
dent, will be reelected, as there is no 
opposition. The terms of one-half the 
directorate expire, and the places will 
be filled. 

The directors whose terms expire are 
Ss. C. Williams, J. H. Porter, L. D. 
Scott, W. H. Patterson, Jr,, and Harvey 
Hatcher. It is understood that all of 
these wil! stand for reelection, and :t 
is very probable that they will be 
named to succeed themselves.

MISS ISMA DOOLY’'S OPINION OF ANSLEY 
PARK 


In The Atlanta Constitution of Sun- 
day, May 6, 1906, Miss Isma Dooly, in 
writing of the suggested change of the 
site of the Piedmont Driving Club from 
its present location to a point in the 
northern part of Ansley Park, said: 

“Tne other advantages of the new 
site are its beauty of locality, its ex- 
tension of fifty acres, its exclusiveness, 
its height above all surrounding eleva- 
tions, its excellence as a view point, 
its natural environment and its possi- 
bilities of development not only as an 
ideal country club, but as an ornament 
to the city. which at present is so de- 
void of any place of interest that may 
claim worthiness sufficient to be classed 
under the head of civic development. 


“MERITS OF THE NEW SITE.” 


“It would seem that each member of 
tne club would fee] obligated. in a mat- 
ter so manifest as the building of a 
new club house, to investigate the com- 
parative merits of both sites before 
casting a vote one way or the other. 
The site in Ansley Park comprises fifty 
acres, situated on the far side of the 
park. directly opposite the knoll which 
is owned by Mr. Hugh T. Inman. 

“It is the highest point in the park, 
being 1,050 feet abdve sea level, and 
commands an unobstructed view from 
every side. 
in the trenches marking the place where 
were stationed Barksdale’s division and 
Hardee's corps during the. battle of 
Peachtree creek. 

“Bven in the rough, as it is now, the 
site is one that delights one’s sense of 
the beautiful. 

“From the summit of the elevation, 
where the club house would have place, 
and where now is a wilderness of shade 
trees, clustering mountain foliage giving 
vivid touch of color in spring flowers 
of varied tints, the view is one beauti- 
ful and expansive on every side. There 
is a natural slope’ in the rear, showing 
a forest of trees as far as the eye can 


reach. The club house would directly 
face residence portions of the park, 
while on one side it is bounded by the 
Collier property, which will likewise be 
divided into residence lots, and on the 
other by the 75-foot driveway which 
will encircle the park. The fact of the 
elevation of the property, and its pro- 
portions of fifty acres would at alltimes 
irsure the exclusiveness of the prop- 
erty while the class of property owners 
in the vicinity insures its perpetual 
value. 

“The property would the ad- 
vantage of the improvements to _ be 
made in the park, where alj the rules 
of civic improvement will be enforced 
as to driveways, building lines and sim- 
ilar features along artistic lines. 

“The plan given on this page gives 
an idea of the possibilities of the place 
for a club, the broad 76-foot prado. lead- 
ing directly to what would be the plaza, 
At the base of the elevation, upon the 
summit of which the house would be 
bullt. 

“There could be, as shown fn the plan, 
five different approaches to the cluh, 
these driveways so built as to admit of 
carriages and horses commanding one 
medium of approach and automobiles 
another, with different modes of entrance 
and exit. There is ample space for 
tennis and other out-of-door sports, and 
all materia] to delight the expert in 
landscape gardening. 

“It is impossible to contemplate the 
natural’ advantages of the place with- 
out ‘picturing in the mind what a superb 
picture might be presented if thé ele- 
vation were crowned by a club house in 
English architecture in the half timber

His reason was con- 
tained in the statement that the earty 
season reverses disheartened his men 
and prevented them from putting forth 
their best efforts when meeting South- 
ern League clubs. Right or wrong, 
Abner was a shrewd baseball leader 
and his conclusion merits consideration.

The Atlanta Athletic Club is one of 
the most important factors in the ad- 
vancement of the game of tennis in the 
United States. It is certainly the pre- 
dominating influence in tennis in the 
southern states. The tournament for 
the open championship off the south is 
played under the auspices of the club 
on its magnificent courts at East Lake 
annually. ‘Players from all over the 
country are present at these meéts, and 
tennis enthusiasts everywhere are in- 
terested. ‘A great majority of the con- 
testants are former college men. Ten- 


nis draws most of its best talent from: 


men and women who have had college 
experiences. With this idea in view the 
Atlanta Athletic Club oraignized, in the 
spring of 1907, the Southern Intercolle- 
giate Association, confrolled by the ten- 
nis committee of the club. The south- 
ern intercollegiate champion is always 
the president of the association, as he 
wins the office by taking the champion- 
ship. The other officers are the run- 
ner up in singles and the chanspions in 
doubles. 

As the child of the Atlanta Athletic 
Club, which is trying to build up a gen- 
eral interest in tennis all over. the 
south, the intercollegiate association 
will develop interest in the game in 
all the schools of the south, whether 
they are near enough to particulate in 
the annual tournament or not. College 
players, will be urged on by. college 
pride. The friendly rivalry between dif- 
ferent institutions will be the cause of 
a great increase in the number of play- 
ers and the quality of the play. 

The first meet of the Southern Inter- 
collegiate Tennis tournament was held 
in May, 1907.

CAMDRIDG 


For Third Year in Succession 
Light Blue Wins 


The Result of the ’Varsity Boat

Woman’s Missionary Inatitute. 

A missionary institute, under the 
auspices of the Woman's Missionary 
Union of Georgia, was held in the main 
auditorium of the Second’ Baptist 
church of Atlanta on the 3ist day of 
March and the Ist day of April, i908. 

This is a new line of work under- 
taken by the Beptist women of Geor- 
gia for the study of the different mis- 
sion fields, both home and foreign, and 
they are to be congratulated on this, 
their first effort. 

In the history of Baptist woman's 
work in Georgia they have never had 
a more. interesting and _ instructive 
meeting or a better prepared program. 
As the name indicates, it is a mission- 
ary college of leaming. Papers were 
prepared and talks made on the various 
phases of missionary work by some 
of the best talent among Georgia Baptist 
women: and so great was the interest 
engendered and zeal manifested that a 
like institute will be held each year 
under the same auspices. While it is 
hoped that it will continue’ to grow in 
efficiency and interest from year to 
vear, it will be hard to improve upon 
the program just arranged and carried 
out so successfully.

Justice to the Mill 


While for ten years the mill men have 
fought the legislation for child labor 
which they believed an infringement 
of their rights, and whereas ten years 
ago conditions were such, in many 
mills, which demanded a protective law 
governing the labor of children, the pro- 
gressve mill men of Georgia, as else- 
where, have established a system of 
welfare work among their operatives 
that has brought about indisputably 
better conditions along every line. 
Churches, schools, kindergartens and 
day nurserys have been-established and 
maintained tieher by the cooperative ef- 
fort of the empbhoyer and employee,’ or 
by the employers entirely, and in line 
with the rational idea that recreation 
and pleasures should be enjoyed as a 
part of the development of the indi- 
vidual of all classes, dance halls, lec- 
ture halle and places of amusement are 
adjuncts to several of Georgia’s factory 
settlements. 

Though the claim may be uSstly made 
that the motif of thig welfare work is 
economic, rather than humane, the fact 
remains the same-—the welfare work. is 
going on, and the operatives—adults 
and children—are benefiting by it. 

Again this welfare work may be lim- 
ited, in some cases, but it must be re- 
membered that the cotton mill industry 
in the south is yet comparatively 
young, and wealth of the employer 
class still proportionately limited.

The Bell Telephone— 
Making a Re-Call 


The re-call, commonly known as the second call, on 
a telephone—-that is, cailing another number immediately 
after completing a conversation—seems to give some people 
more trouble than it should. We have often been told that it 
requires more time to make a re-call than it does to make the 
original or first call. 

Now, there should not be any difference in the length 
of time it requires an operator to answer you on a re-call 
than on the original call. There is really no need for a 
difference and our investigations indicate that many people 
cause themselves unnecessary trouble by not making the re- 
eall properly. | 

When you finish a telephone conversation and wish toe 
make a re-call, simply move the hook slowly up and down 
three or four times. Moving the hook rapidly or shaking it 
violently prevents the signal from working properly. If 
you hang up the receiver for an instant and then try to get 
the second number, the operator is likely to think you have 
not finished your conversation. 

The best results on a second call are obtained when 
you move the hook slowly up and down a few times and de 
not hang up the receiver.

Analysis 


“INCOME ITEMS—AlIl of the in- 
come items are self-explantory, 
with the exception of the last one, 
‘Advanced by General Agency Com- 
pany and Southern Securities Com- 
pany, $133,119.30." Until last Octo- 
ber the policies issued by this com- 
pany called for the full legal re- 
serve. Under conditions then prev- 
alent in the ingurance world, no 
new company could have obtained 
its business. paid the necessary op- 
erating expenses and maintained 
this reserve solely out of its prem- 
tum income. It became necessary, 
therefore. to provide some means 
of financing this proposition. A 
contract Was entered into between 


the Insurance Company and the 
General Agency whereby the former 
turned over to the latter a percent- 
age of the loading on the premiums 
received, varying from 90 to 95 per 
cent, and the Agency Company 
agreed to reimburse the Insurance 
Company for all of its expenses of 
operation. At the same time the 
Agency Company executed an agree- 
ment with the Securities Company, 
agreeing to pay an installment of 
twelve and a half dollars a year for 
eighteen years on each share of the 
capital stock of the Securities Com- 
pany which would be issued to the 
Agency Company and sold by it to 
secure funds necessary for the In- 
surance Company's operating ex- 
penses. 


Both Contracts Canceled 


“On July 24, 1907, both of these 
contracts were canceled and at the 
present time the Insurance Com- 
pany obtains whatever money it 
needs in excess of the loading on its 
policies computed by a modified pre- 
liminary term method from _ the 
Southern Securities Company, and 
gives in exchange for such ad- 
vances a certificate of indebtedness 
by which the Insurance Company 
promises to repay the advances in 
fifteen’ annual! instalimentg and to 
pay interest at elght per centum 
per annum on the unpaid portions, 
it being provided, however, that 
such payments are to be made only 
out of the loading on the policies, 
Your Department has ruled that no 
iMability attaches to the Insurance 
Company on account of these cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, and tn pre- 
paring the foregoing statement this 
rule has been followed. 

“MORTGAGE LOANS—AIll of the 
papers relating to the loans on real 
estate made by this company have 
been critically examined by Philip 
H. Alston, Esq.: his very exhaustive 
and excellent report is submitted 
herewith. it will be seen from it 
that all of the papers are in proper 
Shape and it was deemed unneces- 
sary to make any appraisals of these 
properties. The mortgages are all 
for small amounts (which is to be 
commended) and their’ selection 
seems to have been made with a 
proper regard for the interest of the 
policyholders. 


Automatic Premium Leans 


“These loans have been granted in 
conformity with the provisions of 
the policy contracts whereby in the 
event of lapse tne policy is auto- 
matically continued and the neces- 
Sary loan charged against the policy. 


“BON DG—AIll of the bonds, with 
the exception of the $16,000 lot is- 
sued by the city of Social Circle, Ga., 
are on deposit with the treasurer 
of your state as required by Section 
2599, Chapter 63, Article !, of the 
Code of Alabama. 

“BANK DBEPOSITS—The deposits 
in bank have been verified in the 
usual manner, and certificates re- 
ceived from all of the institutions 
except the First National Bank of 
Lyons. I am convinced, however, 
that the company had absolute title 
to all of the amounts claimed by it. 

“NET PRESENT VALUE OF POL- 
ICIES—Although the rate of {nterest 
provided for the valuation of poli- 
cles according to the laws is 4 per 
cent, the company hag been caicy- 
lating its reserves on a 3 1-2 per 
cent basis. I have already mention- 
ed that the company is maintaining 
the full legal reserve on its policy 
contracts issued prior to last Octo- 
ber, and since that time its contracts 
provide for a modified preliminary 
term reserve. 

“DEATH CLAIM UNPAIFD—It will 
be noted that in the Habilities there 
is included one claim for $5,000.

General Conditions

preceding week. 

An interesting development of offering 
@uch scholarships, as has been done In 
several states, has been the proof that 


the number of ovidowed mothers with 


large families of helpless children to 
support was far iess than usually 
believed. There was generally the 
Shadow of a father who. Mving a va- 
grant. saw as little of his family as 


he chose and did nothing for the sup-

In every legislative body there are 
broadminded men who are willing to 
do their best to correct evils when they 
are brought to their attention, and we 
rejoice to say that in every state there 
are women who are on the alert to ex- 
plain the needs of the children, to ask 
for the passage of bills for their pro- 
tection. or to endeavor to prevent the 
passage of vicious bilis against their 
just treatment. 

It was a frequent thing in the bé- 
ginning for women to hear themselves 
spoken of as “silly” or “meddlesome” 
or worse still, “sentimental,’’ but the 
testimony of fart to the need of their 
work |jsoon took away the sting of such 
epithets. They heard of little boys in 
Indiana escaping from a woodworking 
mill by dropping from the rear fire 
escape while an inspector was detained 
in the office; of little girls working at 
night {n Pennsylvania silk mills being 
turned out, unguarded, into the dark- 
ness. 

They heard of the glassworker who, 
when asked why his sons were not in 
the glass factory. replied; “I'd rather 
send my boys straight to hell than by 
way of the glass-house."’ A Georgia 
legislator of: long m experience 
could say on the floor of the house, 
“I'd rather see my little girl in her 
coffin than going into a cotton mill!’’ 

When a college student stopped for a 
drink of water and asked the young 
country woman how she had lost the 
arm which was missing from her side, 
she replied: “In @ cotton mill when I 
was a little girl!’ Then and there the 
young man vowed to go to the legisla- 


ture and help.to Keep the children out 
of the mills, and as Hon. Madison Bell, 


he succeeded in the fulfilment of his 
vow when his bill passed the legisla- 
ture, : 

Some have claimed that club women 
should collect statistics, but how can 
women without authority do that? Far 
better has it been for them to use their 
influence upon the voters and to find 
out why such abuse of child life is 
possible. 


Three Causes for Child Labor. 


Three causes have been found for the 
too early labor of children. First, the 
desire of parents to make their chil- 
dren share in the support of the house- 
hold; this works a double wrong by 
preventing proper physical develop- 
ment, and by creating in the child a 
feeling of independence which is ruin- 
ous. 

The second reason that women have 
found is the desire of employers to get 
work for the lowest possible wage. 

The third cause is the nonobservance 
or total lack of two important laws 
upon our statute books, one compelling 
the registration of all the births in 
every county, and the other directing 
that every child shall attend school 
until he or she shall have obtained the 
rudimentary education of the grammar 
school, 


Not the Foes of Manufacturers. 


Club women are not the foes of man- 
ufacturers, but their best friends, and 
realize that even with an age limit for 
working children employers are help- 
less when.parents assure them that 
their children are of the legal age. In 
the desired education, in order to make 
it complete there must be manual 
training also. 7 

Club women are working to develop 
all the children of the land into useful 
citizeng who shall have sound minds 
within sound bodies, but there are other 
phases of their labor. They are trying 
to create among employers a desire to 


: 


do the fair thing to their workers. The! 


rapid growth of welfare work in- the 
mills of our own and neighboring states 
is undoubtedly due in a large measure 
to the interest awakened by the club 
women. 

By their work for the improvement 
of rural schools, club women are mak- 
ing children and parents happier in 
their farm homes. 

Into these schools we are gradually 
bringing manual training, including car- 
pentry and basket work, gardening with 


its study of herbs and insects devel-| 


oping from it, and sewing and cooking. 

Competition in gardening is a great 
preventive of the nomadic life—no child 
wants to move when it is trying for 
@ prize. The establishment of ifbraries 
in these schools also Deen an im- 
pertant step forw in improving con- 
dition of rural life.

This splendid heroine expertenced all 
the trying vicissitudes of war with 
high-hearted courage. She had her 
house burnt by a pillaging band of 
British and tories who devastated brave 
old Wilkes county by fire and sword, 
and was turned out in the wilderness to 
seek shetler with a family of several 
children, besides her own, then in her 
charge. Once she was robbed of the 
horse on which she was riding to the 
North Carolina line to meet her wound- 
ed husband. She accompanied Colo- 
nel Clarke in some of his campaigns, 
and once in trying to seek a place of 
safety before an impending engage- 
ment took place, the horse upon which 
she and two of her children were rid- 
ing, was shot from under them. Mrs. 
Clarke was at the siege of Augusta 
and present when the capitulation of 
the garrison under the infamous 
Browne took place. It is said, in at- 
testation of her sweet womanliness, 
that the prisoners then and at other 
times taken by her Intrepid husband, 
experienced her gentle ministrations 
and many acts of benevolence and hos- 
pitality. She survived her warrior mate 
many years, and died in 1827, aged 90, 
blessed and admired by a large circle 
of friends. 

Hannah Clarke was buried at Wood- 
burn, near the spot where had rested, 
for twenty-five years, the mortal re- 
mains of that brave, adventurous, chiv- _ 
alric patriot, Elijah Clarke. :

~Right there, the strongest imaginable 
stress should be laid wpon the absolute 
necessity of preserving, intact, the head 
of a dog suspected of hydrophobia. 
When it has been killed, or after it has 
died in the natural course o¢ the dis- 
ease, the head should, AT ONCE be 
removed from the body, packed in ice, 
anid IMMEIDIATHLY expressed to the 
nearest Pasteur institute for  micro- 
scopic examination. The live dog itself, 
if practicable, may thus be shipped, but 
the head will answer all punposes.

Three to Six Weeks. 

As has been said, the average period 
of incubation is three to six weeks. 
There.is a remote possibility that the 
disease may follow the bite in from 
eleven to thirteen days. The cases are 
rare. Sometimes, too, the virus will 
lie dormant in the system, developing, in 
its fatal Intensity, six to twelve months 
after infection. Such instances, again, 
are rare. 

Now, let us suppose that a child has 
been bitten on the leg or hand by a 
dog with the typical hydrophobia symp- 
toms. The_teeth must have penetrated 
the flesh, drawn. blood, gone down into 
nerves and blood vessels, to inoculate 
the victim. With all possible speed, 
the child is hurried to the nearest Pas- 
teur institute im charge of relatives or 
friends; the details will, of course, vary 
if the patient Is an adult. Meanwhile, 
every effort is made to locate the dog, 
to ascertain its history and its actions 
for the past several weeks.

Should doubt still Mnger, or should 
the patient or his or her friends wish 
to incur no risks, treatment is prose- 
cuted, and a solution of the infected 
animal's Brain or spinal cord injected 
into the brain of a rabbit. If the rab- 
bit dewelops hydrophobia within four- 
teen or eighteen days, the case is of 
course, established, the patient being, 
meanwhile, on the road to safety.

You are vaccinated to prevent small- 
pox, when, as a matter of fact, you may 
never be exposed to that disease. 
are vaccinated to prevent the 
fatal disease of hydrophobia from de- 
veloping, after its deadiv germ is al- 
ready lin your blood. Upon whether 
you get to a Pasteur institute in time 
to be fortified against the disease before 
it puts in its appearance depends your 
chance for life. It is literally a race 
between the symptoms and the virus.

Germany is Busy Checkmating 
the French Plans 


Germany Thought to Be Establish- 
ing a Chain of Stations for Mil- 
itary Airships Near French 
Frontier—Is Following 
Lead of France.

Berlin, April 4—The German mili- 
tary authorities have decided to es- 
tablish a station for military airships 
at Metz, in south Germany, a distance 
of not quite ten mileg from the French 
frontier. 

Germany is only following the lead of 
the French war office, which some time 
ago established a similar station at 
Verdun, twenty miles from the Franco- 
German frontier. The ili-fated Patrie 
began her famous flight from Verdun, 
and the airship Ville de Paris is now 
stationed there, and wil] remain there 
until the new French airship La Repub- 
lique is ready to take her place. 

There {s reason to believe that the 
station at Metz is intended to be the 
first of a chain of stations for military 
airships along the German frontiers.

The singing did well enough at the 
after ten miles it began to 
wear upon us, and we wished they were 
dumb, 

Country Scenes. 


We were about five hours in making 
the 26 miles. The way led up and down 
over a rolling country, much of it open 
pasture land consisting of hills covered 
with grass and spotted here and there 
with groves of trees. Everywhere there 
were patches of bananas, and out of 
each rose one of the round grass huts 
of the natives, with these bark clothing 
trees ail around it. In places we went 
through forests, and now and then 
skirted a jungle which made us trem- 
ble a little as we thought of the leop- 
ards, lions and other wild beasts which 
infest parts of Uganda. 

There were natives everywhere on the 
way, and at times the roads were lined 
with them. Now and then we passed 
a great foreign wagon ,hauled by six- 
teen or twenty lusty black fellows, and 
again went by gangs of porters trotting 
along with great loads on their heads. 
The trip throughout was wild in the 
extreme, and its climax was capped by 
this great native town of Kampala, 
where I now am, and of which I will 
write in the future.

DITH TO MEET DEATH © 


WITH LAUGH ON HIS LIPS

London, April 4.—The accounts that 
have reached you of the tributes paid 
George Meredith on his eightieth 
birthday will lend interest to this pho- 
tograph, taken on tne same day. It 
shows the most distinguished of living 
English novelists seated in the donkey 
chaise in which he is accustomed to 
take a drive of four or five miles daily 
among his beloved Surrey hills and 
lanes. By his side is Miss Nichols, who 
is his constant attendant. At the don- 
key’s head stands the author's servant, 
Cole, who has been with him for thirty 
years, 

The once sturdy frame of the grand 
old man of English literature is some- 
what frail now, but it may be sald of 
him, as was once said of Victor Hugo, 
though the snows of winter are thick 
on his head, eternal spring reigns in 
his heatt. His is a serene and happy 
old age. His mental faculties are still 
alert, and he takes a keen interest in 
all the big questions of the day. Of 
death, which now cannot be far off, 
he has no fear. 


“Doctors and parsons,” he said not 
long ago, “ate doing a lot-of harm: by 


increasing the fear of death and mak- 
ing the English less manly. No one 
should consider death or think of it 
as worse than going from one room 
into another. The greatest of political] 
writers has said, ‘Despise your life and 
you are master of the lives of others.’ 
Philoosophy would say, ‘Conquer the 
fear of death and you are put in pos- 
session of your life. I was a very 
timid and sensitive boy. I was fright- 
ened of everything; I could not endure 
to be left alone. But when I came to 
be 18, I looked around the world (as 
far as a youth of 18 can look) and de- 
termined not to be afraid again. Since 
then I have had no fear of death. Bvery 
night when I go to bed I know I may 
not rise from it. That is nothing to we. 
I hope I shall die with a good laugh, 
like the old French woman, The cure 
came wailing to her about her salva- 
tion, and things like that, and she told 
him her best improper story ang died. 
The God of Nature and human nature 
does not disiike humor, you may be 
sure, and would rather hear it in ex- 
tremity than the formless official 
drone. Let us believe in a hearty God 
—one to love more than fear.” )

EIGHT LADIES 
LIVE IN CHURCH 


Only One Place in England 
Where Women Live in 
Church Itself. 


Special Cable. 


London, March 28.—There is only “ne 
place in England, according to the Sun- 
day Strand, where women actually iive 
in the very church itself with which 
they are connected. 

This is at St. Mary’s Hospital, Chi- 
chester, where the ancient abbey or 
monastery was long ago portioned out 
as a dwelling place for eight old 
women. who thus receive free resi- 
dences and pensions. and reside in ‘14 
very church itself. The Sunday Strand 
gives a picture which shows how their 
“houses” are relegated to the sides of 
which was formerly the central part of 
the church, whilst today this sa'ne 
space gerves for a promenade and xos- 
siping spot for the old ladies in theis 
leisure hours, and is much frequented 
by them. 

So far back as 1680 there were eigiit 
fireplaces built from this middle part 
of the church, and eight rooms, each 
i@ feet by |!0 feet. were constructed 
for the accommodation of the intend=4 
inmates. Since that date it may he 
taken that people have always resided 
in the ehurch fFself, and have there 
passed the evening of their days, 
though, of course, many changes hare 
heen made during the long interven'ag 
period. 

About 1840 the inmates numbered 
five only. as a regular thing, but then 
the Rev. Mr. Baker left $5,000 to »c«- 
commodate and provide for three other 
old ladies. By (892 these foundationers 
received $3.00 weekly, with the apart- 


ments, firing and attendance free. 

There is a small chapel attached that 
the old people use. also connected with 
the ancient abbey and hospital.
